King” was first 
printed tn the “ Harmonia Anglicana” of 1742, 
swithout name of author or composer, varying 
Dightly from the “present version, ‘and in 
1745, during the cattish rebellion, it be- 
came: widely knowhy' versions of it» being 
sung nightly at Drury Lane and’ ‘Covent 
Garden Theatres with great applause. Of 
the numerous claims to its parentage, the view 
supported by imost, and by several eminent 
, writers, attribued it, both in wards and music, 
, to Henry Carey, the’ popular tau, writer, 
about 1740. Mr. W. H, Cummings, however, | 

considery this evidence unreliable, and thinks 
‘that the music has been adopted (but when and 

by whom wo shall probably never’ know} from 
an “ayre” by Dé, John Bull, found, without 
words, in a collection of music by him once in 
the hands of Dr. Kitchener, afterwards of 
Richard Clark, the original of which seems to 
have disappeared.—The Morning Leader,

After an association with the Dasly News 
which has lasted for nenrly half a century, says 
‘the Morning Leader, Sit John Robinson, who 
has been the manager of that. piper, then editor 
and manager, and again manager, retires 
into private life. During the whole’ of his 
. public career Sir John has been a real, a sound, 
anda far-secing Liberal; nor should his retires 
ment be taken ta indicate any alteration in bis 
political faith, for he is to-day us real, as sound, 
and as faresecing a Liberal as‘ever. As one 
exercising authority over many, he has carned 
® reputation not only for justice and fairness, 
but also for kindness and generosity, and he 
will take’ with him into his retirement the 
consciousness that. he has the goodwill of 
all who have worked under him. The 
Incident in Sir john Robinson's career 
which is most generally known is his dis- 
covery of Archibald Forbes—a discgvery of 
the utmost moment for the Daily News’ in 
particular, and of no small importance for Bri- 
tish journalism in general.

*, making application at their request and on their 
behalf to the solicitors or owners who hold the 
amounts for distribution. ““From the sume thus 
collected, deductions (for services rendered, 
union calls, etc.) were, it, appears, generally 
made, the balance being handed-over to the 
men, who mostly either sold theirclaim to any 
speculator who came along, or lost time, by re- 
majnitig on shore until they could receive their 
money-—by which time they were Beperally 80 
much in debt that the amount leff them very 
little, and sometimes nothing, in hand, A year 
orsoago the Shipping Federation undertook 
theso collections free of all charge to the 
men, It mado arrangements wheroby: it was 

”. {immediately advised of all. salvage awards 
{n favour of seamen on -board Federation 
ships,collected the antounts, and notified the 

. particulars to all ite districts, so that any man 
entitled to receive a share of an award could, 
by inspecting the notifications. posted up in the 
togistry office, see what was coming to him, 
and apply for-and receive tho full amount with+ 
out deduction of any kind. The Federation 

Places on depositithe sums received until nd 

- are applicdfor, and the ‘amounts thus dealt 
with are increasing so’ considerably. that. the: 
{ntorest teceived is. appreciable, though: of. 
course: it is far from, meeting the expenses. 
{ncurred-by the Federation in attending to the- 
collection and distribution of the money. But
